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San Diego County Has State’s First (State, 
Hog Cholera Outbreak In 100 Yea 


SACRAMENTO - The 
first outbreak of hog chol- 
era in California in more 
than two years has been 
discovered on a ranch in 
San Diego County. All the 
infected and exposed hogs 
in the herd have been des- 
troyed. 

Under the State- Federal 
hog cholera control pro- 
gram, owners are indemni- 
fied by the State and Fed- 
eral governments for ani- 
mals destroyed. 

The premises are being 
thoroughly cleaned and dis- 
infected and will be main- 
tained under quarantine un- 
til such a time as they 
represent no danger of in- 
fecting other animals, or 
contributing to the spread 
of the disease to other 
parts of California. 

Announcement of the dis- 
covery of the disease was 
made by Dr, E. F. Chas- 
tain, chief of the Bureau 
of Animal health, Califor- 
nia department of agri- 
culture.

Animal health officials of 
the department warned hog 
producers of San Diego and 
other southern California 
counties to be on the look- 
out for cholera symptoms 
in their own herds. 

Significant signs of hog 
cholera include general de- 
pression, high tempera- 
tures, pigs going off feed, 
diarrhea, wobbly gait, 
gummy eyes, and usually 
death. 

Dr Chastain said veteri- 
nary diagnosis is essential 
when the disease is sus- 
pected, and State-Federal 
laboratory and diagnostic 
services are usually re- 
quired.

SACRAMENTO - Cali- 
fornia’s 1967 cotton crop 
is estimated at 1,225,000 
bales on the basis of con- 
ditions and prospects as of 
August 1, according to the 
California Crop and Live- 
stock Reporting service. 
This is about the same as 
last year’s crop of 1,228,- 
000 bales but 30 per cent 
below the 1961-65 average 
of 1,753,000 bales. 

Acreage to be harvested 
is estimated at 590,000 
acres compared with 618,- 
000 acres harvested last 
year and the 5-year aver- 
age of 765,000 acres. 

Yield of lint is indicated 
at 997 pounds per acre 
compared with 952 pounds 
in 1966 but 102.pounds be- 
low the 1961-65 average of 
1,099 pounds.
